who had 
recently purchased a large number 
of goats from a man named Koberts 
and had gone over from Bisbee to 
the range to get his goats 
about 
February 
20th 
On arriving 
at 
High Creek 
he 
found the herd he had purchased 
tinder the care of two men 
L 
C 


-R- ose-and 
DavoJRoberta 
thelatter a 
son of the man who had 
sold the 
goats to Sullivan 
Sullivan 
claimed 
the goats but the two men refused 
to give them up and in the wordy 
warfare which followed 
threatened 
to take the life of Sullivan if he did 
not leave the range at once 
Sullivan 
started 
for 
the 
adobe 
house 
situated on High Creek 
and 
owned 
by H 
C 
Hooker 
intending 
to atop there until he could get the 
officers over to help him secure his 
goats 
Meeting a man named John 
Owens 
Sullivan got him to start for 
Solomonville and bring back Sheriff 
Anderson 
Owens arrived at the county seat 
a few days later and stated the case 
to Sheriff Anderson 
who immediate ¬ 
ly summoned 
Under 
Sheriff 
Rich ¬ 
ardson and Deputy Sheriff 
Johnson 
to 
accompany 
him 
to 
the 
place 
where Sullivan 
was stopping 
The 
party left on 
Tuesday 
March 
2d 
and on their 
way over the moun ¬ 
tains picked up another man named 
Jim Kennedy 
The officers arrived at the adobe 
house 
and found it to be empty 
Kennedy 
on 
looking 
around 
ex- 
pressed 


¬ 
surprise at the cleanliness of 
the place 
which 
had been lately 
swept out 
This aroused 
his 
sus ¬ 
picions that all was not right 
and 
he told the officers that he believed 
a murder had been committed 
A little later the 
officers 
while 
searching the place 
found a stone 
covered with blood and a bundle of 
bloody clothing 
Their suspicion of foul play being 
verified 
the party 
looked 
around 
for tracks in the snow and discov ¬ 
ered where several men and a burro 
had evidently gone from the house 
in the direction of the creek 
Following 
the trail they came to 
places where the tracks were crossed 
seemingly for the purpose of throw ¬ 
ing off any pursuers 
but the trail 
was 
easily 
picked 
up 
again 
and 
finally led the officers to a shelf of 
rocks in a very wild and desolate 
place where the trail ended 
about 
two miles from the house 
Brushing aside the debris 
which 
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seemed 
to 
have 
been 
purposely 
gathered and placed over the rocks 
the body of Sullivan 
was disclosed 
He 
had evidently been 
dead 
for 
about a week 
Examination 
of 
the 
murdered 
mans 
body 
showed 
two 
bullet 
wounds 
one entering the 
back 
of 
the head and coming out at the side 
of the nose on the right cheek 
The 
other shot entered under 
the left 
eye 
The 
left cheek 
bones 
were 
badly broken evidently by the stone 
found in the house 
From the 
wounds 
on Sullivans 
body 
the officers thought that the 
murderers had caught Sullivan 
un- 
awares

turned 
and 
then 
shot 
him 
again as he turned 
to facejcthem 
after which they beat 
in his face 
with the stone 
The 
murderers then 
placed 
the 
body on one of Sullivans burros and 
started for the

wood

adobe 
house 
and 
cleaned 
it up 
thinking they 
were 
removing

evidence of the crime they had com- 
mitted

Further search by the officers led 
to their 
finding the herd of goats 
which were in charge of two Mexi ¬ 
cans 
who were arrested 
Justice of the

Aravaipa was notified 
and he sum- 
moned

a jury and held an inquest 
and gave permission for the body to 
be 
buried 
The 
interment 
took 
place in Bonita 
Friday 
March 5th 
Con Sullivan 
the murdered 
man 
was well known in Bisbee where he 
had lived for many years being en ¬ 
gaged in the cattle and goat busi- 
ness

He was about forty five years 
of age and weighed 
about one hun ¬ 
dred and eighty pounds 
The two men under suspicion 
of 
committing the murder 
Rose and 
Dave Roberts lived in the Aravaipa 
country and were employed as goat 
herders 
Both 
men 
have 
disap 
peared and are supposed 
to be now 
in Mexico having five days start of 
the officers 
Sheriff Anderson telegraphed 
the 
description of Rose and Roberts all 
over the Territory 
and they have 
small 
chance 
of 
escaping 
unless 
they have left the country 
Sheriff 
Anderson 
and 
Deputies 
Richardson 
and Johnson returned 
Sunday 
bringing back the two Mex 
ican herders 
who are locked up in 
the Solomonville jail as witnesses 
The goats were left in charge of 
a herder by Sheriff Anderson 
and 
in the herd there is undoubtedly a 
number of goats belonging to others 
who can get them by identifying 
their brands

neither the guests nor yourself can 
be touched 
so long as there
